Then 
challenge your child to Prove each word by saying (for example) 
“gooey gum gorilla.” (Sometimes my letter sounds different, like 
the G in George. If this happens in any of the words you find, 
just explain that Mr. G sometimes uses a different sound.) 


Y Play an “I Spy G” game with a cereal box or a cookie box. How 
many capital G’s can your child find? How many lowercase g’s 
can she or he find? Is my letter found at the start, the middle 
or the end of the word?
